the Issues radicalism is likely to 
prosper less than in any presi- 
dential campaign during the last 
twenty years. 

Ownership Issue Eliminated. 

Among the issues, government 
ownership is already out of the 
way. Whether the league of na- 
tions will be an issue, ought to be 
clear within a short time. There 
can be no doubt that the present 
mood of the public favors adoption 
of the league with reservations. 
From now on it is going to be ap- 
parent that that party or that. fac- 
tion or that leader who stands in 
the way of compromise is going to 
court unpopularity. 

One issue is coming forward with 
undeniable certaintly. It is now, as 
sure as anything can be, that 
some aspects of pronibition are £0- 
ing to be debated violently in the 
democratic national convention. 
Prohibition may also cut some fig- 
ure in the republican convention, 
althuogzh the subject was totally 
disregarded in the carefully 
thought-out platform recently 
adopted by the republicans in New 
York state. : 

Governor Edwards, of New Jer- 
sey, is a candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination, and many of his 
associates on the wet side of the 
issue announce that their fight will 
be on the prohibition amendment 
itself, but it will not be, and the 
saner ones among them know it will 
not be. What the wet leaders really 
hope to accomplish is to change the 
limit of alcohol permitted. The en- 
forcement law can be changed by 
a majority vote in the house and 
senate, andthere is every evidence 
that the wet leaders will focus their 
efforts on the congrssional and sen- 
atorial electors this year, rather 
than on the presidential election. 
Candidates Not Clarifying Issues. 

Meanwhile, as the issues begin to 
emerge, the personalities of the va- 
rious candidates for the nomination 
recede. It is now well known that 
no candidate in either party can 
get together enough delegates in 
advance of the conventions to be 
nominated. No one of the delegates 
has enough strength in himself to 
do this, anditis the intention of the 
party leaders that the convention 
shall be an open one.

peace-time army of more than 100,- 
000 troops stronger than the defense 
act, even the supporters of the en- 
larged army were skeptical that 
it would soon become ae —réality. 
Some term it a “paper army,” point- 
ing out that the slow rate of re- 
cruiting since the armistice preclud- 
ed the possibility of early enlist- 
ment of the new force. 

The combat strength is authorized 
to be 259,000, the remainder of the 
force being absorbed in the supply 
and administrative services and the 
Phillippine Scouts and unassigned 
recruits. The infantry force is fixed 
at a mixfum strength of 110,000 men 
and 4,200 officers, the cavalry at 
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20,5600 men and 950 officers, the 
tiéld artillery at 36,500 men ano 
1,900 officers, the coast artillery 
at 36,000 men and 1,200 officers, 
and the air service at 16,000 men, 
ncluding cadet flyers, and 1,514 o:- 
ficers. 

A finance department is establish- 
ed by the bil], its duties being 
atrictly that of disbursing Wat 
Department funds. Purchase and 
transportation are placed in the 
quartermasters corp, but the busi- 
ness dealings of the department are 
placed in charge of an assistant 
eacretary of war. The general staff 
is limited to duties of “a general 
nature,” its personnel being enjoined 
under the bill from “assuming or 
engaging in work of an adminis- 
trative nature.” 

In fixing the various grades of 
officers the bill provides for only 
one general—the rank now held by 
John J. Pershing—and directs that 
the office “shall cease to exist 
when a vacancy occurs.” 

Twenty-two major generals are 
euthorized, and 46 brigadiers. 
Nurses, included in the medical 
corps, are given relative rank with 
officers, but not the pay of the 
corresponding army grades, and 
chaplans are to receive relative pay, 
but not rank. Promotion of officers 
under the bill are to be made from 
a single list and those detailed tc 
the technical corps are to remain 
permanently in the service. Enlist- 
ments in the regular army are fixed 
at one to three years at the option 
of the recruit. The various grades 
of enlisted men are left to the pres- 
ident’s discretion, and subject to his 
change at any time. Pay of enlisted 
men is fixed at $30.00 to $75.00 a 
month with the provision abolishing 
the present laws for continuous 
service increases and substituting a 
flat ten per cent increase in base 
pay for each five years of service. 


National Guard. 


The Strength of the national guard 
—800 to each congressional district 
—is unchanged by the bill, but to 
encourage formation of state troops, 
recognition will be given companies 
Ane 5 until July 1, 1921, after 
whic the mini 
will bb 66 mon mum requirement 

it also is prescribed by the bill 
that the guard of any state “may 
include such detachments or parts 
of units as may be necessary in 
order to form tactical units when 
combined with troops of other 
States.” 

Original enlistments in the guard 
would be for three years, with the 
re-enlistment period being for one 
year, except that men who served 
in the army within the last two 
years may enlist for the one-year 
periédd. Enlistment in the guard re- 
serve would be for either one or 
three years under regulations pre- 
scribed hy the secretary’ of war. 
All equipment, including animals 
would be furnished by the federal 
government, and regulations for 
paying guard members for weekly 
drills would be more liberal. 
When the state troops are called 
into federal service, as during the 
world war, their discharge from 
federal service under the bill would 
not carry with it their release from 
state service. 

The chief of the militia bureau, 
under the bill, would be a guard of- 
ficer of at least ten years’ service. 
His appointment would 
period of four years, but his as- 
sistants would be regular army of- 
ficers assigned to that duty by the 
president. 

All colleges and universities, hav- 
ing a two-year physical training 
course would be entitled to a re- 
Serve officers’ training corp, but it 
would be required that the corps 
unit have at least 100 men. Regu- 
lar officers, preferably those on 
the retired list, would be in charge 
of these units. Schools, public or 
private, not having the reserve of- 
ficers’ training corps, weuld be en- 
titled under the bill to the serv- 
ices of an officer-instructor, if the 
corps numbers 100 pupils over 14 
years old. 

The secreary of war also would 
be authorized to maintain reserve 
officers’ training corps training 
camps for not longer than. six 
weeks in a year, and the graduates 
of the corps would be eligible for 
appointment as reserve officers. 
Likewise, the secretary would be 
authorized to operate camps for 
civilians, the graduates of these 
also to be eligible for reserve of- 
ficer appointments,

that he had insufficient experience 
in shipping matters to hold such a 
position. . 

By a majority of one, and with 
the deciding vote cast by Sena- 
tor Johnson, republican, California, 
who had been Roosevelt’s running 
mate in 1912, the nomination even- 
tually was reported favorably.

Besides, the selection of Mr. Col- 
by is the second within a few days 
to cause surprise among senators. 
In that respect it was coupled in 
senate talk today with the  an- 
nouncement that Charles R. Crane, 
of Chicago, who’s appointment as 
minister to China was cancelled by 
President Taft, in 1909, because of 
alleged indiscreet public utterances, 
again had been chosen for the same 
post. When he is nominated his 
name will go before the foreign re- 
lations committee, of which Senator 
Knox, republican, Pennsylvania, 
who was secretary of the state when 
the previous appointment was made, 
now is a member.

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LITICS SEEN 
IN NOMINATION 


Wilson’s Choice Is Ex- 
pected to Please Waver- 
ing Progressives and 
Irish Greatly — Law 
Partner a Georgian. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, February 25.—The 
nomination of Bainbridge Colby, of 
New York, republican prior to 1912, 
Roosevelt progressive in that and 
subsequent years, and democrat of 
conversion, will precipitate a 
lively fight in the senate when it 
comes up for confirmation. 

The opportunity will open afresh 
the Wilson-Lansing explosion and 
precipitate possibly an acrimonious 
debate that conservatives of both 
parties had hoped possibly might 
be averted. 

Remernbering that the former re- 
publican had given similar support 
in his race against Hughes, the 
president named Colby in his war- 
time administration, assigning him 
to membership on the_ shipping 
board and to the Fleet corporation. 
That was in 1917 and it will be re- 
called that at that time his nomina- 
tion was accomplished only after a 
prolonged and in many respects a 
bitter fight. 

Majority of One. 

The commerce committee voted by 
a majority of one to report the 
nomination favorably, it being un- 
derstood at the time that Senator 
Reed, the democrat, Missouri, voted 
in the negative, and that Senator 
Johnson, republican, California, 
broke the tie. 

At that time Mr. Colby’s activi- 
ties in the progressive party, where 
he had been associated with Sen- 
ator Johnson and other republican 
senators, still were fresh in the 
minds of the senate members. 

When the nomination came to the 
senate floor, Senators Wadsworth 
and Calder, of New York, the nomi- 
nee’s home state, were understood 
to have opposed confirmation and 
to have been supported on the roll 
call by most of the _ republicans. 
Again, as in the committee, the 
progressive element was said to 
have turned the tide, however, Sen- 
ators Johnson and Kenyon, repub- 
lican committeemen, and others 
joining with the democrats. 

For the past few months, the 
new secretary of state has -been 
practicing law in New York city. 

Has Wilson Views. 

As the appointment of Bainbridge 
Colby is not explained on the basis 
of any especial capacity or experi- 
ence in diplomatic ard foreign re- 
lations matters, it is assumed first 
that the new secretary's mind 
“goes along with” the president, 
who is in fact the absolute director 
in all such affairs, the premier be- 
ing little more than a figurehead, 
and second, that the president 
scents in the atmosphere a growing 
tendency toward political indepen- 
dence that he wants to capitalize in 
the approaching campaign. The 
appointment no doubt will be pleas- 
ing to the Irish descendants who 
have in a measure been alienated, 
and it will perhaps be pleasing to 
the rank and filg of the shelterless 
progressives who have not yet 
sought refuge in any party since the 
coHapse of their own structure, In 
these respects the president has 
perhaps played good politics; how- 
ever, the leaders generally of the 
democratic party are not wedded to 
independent movements or men, and 
believe in the cohesiveness of party 
adherents. The appointment cannot 
be said to be generally popular ex- 
cept on the outstanding tdea that 
in Colby the president has found a 
man whose mind will move along 
with his own, a most important 
requisite in dealing with intricate 
and delicate foreign policies. 

It is foreseen that as a result of 
this appointment, and the desire of 
former Assistant Secretary Polk to 
retire, that the handling of Amer- 
ica’s foreign affairs will immedi- 
ately be placed in the hands of an 
entirely new group of men in the 
state department. Several minor 
resignations are expected at once. 

The law artner of Bainbridge 
Colby is a Georgian, a son of S. B. 
Brown, of Albany, one of the most 
prominent citizens of that section.

Planned Arrest of Dalrymple. 

Mr. McDonough had obtained a 
Warrant for the arrest of Major 
Dalrymple charging nim with mali- 
cious libel, and had planned to have 
it served by Chief of Police Sens!- 
ba at the railroad station last night. 

A telephone message from Crystal 
Falls, fifteen miles away, however, 
notified McDonough that Major Dal- 
rymple, in anticipation of trouble, 
had issued fifty rounds of ammu- 
nition to @ach man in his party. 
The prosecutor then advised Iron 
River citizens to go home and avoid 
any demonstration. 

Today Mr. McDonough warned 
Major Dalrymple that if he carried 
out his plan and arrested any one 
in Iron county without a warrant 
or searched any private homes for 
liquor, the county officers would 
“arrest every man in your party 
and put them in jail.’ 

The prohibition director already 
had received orders from Mr. Kra- 
mer calling off the “armed inva- 
sion,” and no arrests were made. 

“Reports that £ took the eleven 
barrels of wine from Leo J. Grove, 
federal prohibitin supervisor for 
northern Michigan, and the state 
police and returned it to the Ital- 
ians from whom it was taken, are 
false,” McDonough declared today. 

“I confiscated this wine when I 
found it in the possession of Grove. 
I placed my own men in charge and 
put the barrels in a safe place.” 

Major Dalrymple found nine bar- 
rels of the wine in the basement of 
the home of the parish priest today 
and destroyed the liquor after tak- 
ing samples for evidence. 

Wine Is Destreyed. 

Iron River was filled with miners 
and woodmen today to watch the 
wineuverine of the federal and 
county forces. Since early morn- 
ing natives have trickled in over the 
hills on snow shoes and skiis. Only 
two events broke the monotony of 
the dav for them. 

One was the spectacular meeting 
of the opposing leaders in the crowad- 
ed lobby .f the Iron inn, and the 
other was the equally spectacular 
destruction of nine barrels of red 
wine. 

Surrounded by glum-faced miners, 
Major Dalrymple, armed with a 
heavy sledge, knocked the heads 
from the barrels and allowed the 
confiscated liquor to gush out into a 
three-foot snow drift. 

Prosecutor McDonough, who took 
the wine away from the federal ane 
state raiders, had placed it im the 
basement for safekeeping. The 
heavy barrels were loaded on a two- 
horse sleigh and hauled to the zen- 

‘of 9 prearby street, where Major 
Dalrymple accomplished their de- 
struction while the movie cameras 
clicked. McDonough explained that 
the basement of the parish house 
was the only one here with a secure 
lock, and, therefore, it was borrowed 
as a storage placé. 

“Dalrymple’s action in destroving 

'quvor, which he needed for evi- 
dence, was ridiculous,” Mr. MeDon- 

‘lared., “It gave the ma- 
jor a fine opportunity to pose before 
‘he movie cameras while he knocked 
in the barrel heads. But that is 
..? oualy tning I see he gained.” 

Mavor Dalrymple, in a statement 
tonight, declared he was enforcing 
the law in accordance with direc- 
tions of his chief and of Attorney 
General Palmer, and that failure of 
Washington officials to back him up 
was @ serious blow to prohibition 
agents in this district. 

“Prompt and vigorous 
wereinecessary to show these men 
that the law must be obeyed,” he 
said. “I failed to receive the co- 
operation I had a right to expect 
from the district attorney at Grand 
Rapids. 

“ris refusal to icene the warrants

here. I want a full investigation 
and the blame placed where it be- 
longs. I shall stay on the case until 
I can thresh the matter out with 
Mr. Gavlor and Mr. Walker.” 


Get Buried Treasure. 


Iron River miners worked far 
into the night tonight at their usual 
occupation. The “ore” they brought 
to the surface, however, was liquor 
buried two days ago when word 
of Major Dalrymple’s contemplated 
“armed invasion” first came, 

“We took our supplies out in the 
woods and _puried them,” citizens 
laughingly admitted today. 

When the federal officers left for 
Chicago at 6:30 p. m., but few per- 
sons were at the station. Major 
Dalrymple announced he would re- 
turn with Mr. Gavlord if he learned 
prohibition commis- 
sioner already was en route to Iron 
River. Otherwise, Major Dalrymplé 
said, he would continue to Washing- 
ton and lay all the facts concerning 
the case before Mr. Kramer.

UF BOARD'S POWER 


Women Pledge Support 
to Plan of Giving Educa- 
tional Board Greater Au- 
thority — Special Class 
School Favored. 


Claiming that the Atlanta board 
of education is handicapped by the 


limitations of the present school 
law. the child’s welfare committee 
of the Atlanta Woman’s club has 
offered its co-operation to the edu. 
cational committee of the city plan- 
ning commission, in an effort to 
amend the school law insuch man- 
ner as to widen the powers of the 
city board of education, in order 
that the Atlanta school system may 
be placed upon a basis in keeping 
a the size and importance of the 
city. 

A resolution was unanimously 
adopted Wednesday afternoon by 
the child’s welfare committee to the 
woman’s club, setting forth the ob- 
stacles that stand in the way of the 
presenteducation board, and point- 
ing to discussions that are being 
held regarding the abolishment of 
the present county and city board 
of education in favor of a new 
board with power to borrow money, 
call elections, issue bonds, etc. 

The resolution, which was intro- 
duced by the public schools commit- 
tee. follows:

The child welfare committee lis-

The women pledged their support, 
and a committee, with Mrs. Omar 
FEF.

Blalock, collector of internal reve- 
nue, as to their allowable deductions 
in the filing of an income tax re- 
turn. 

The income tax laws and regula- 
tions provide that, whete property 
is held for renting purposes, the 
owner may deduct the cost of secur- 
ing tenants, such as commissions to 
real estate agents, advertising, and 
other such expenses, and the ex- | 
penses of maintenance, such ag or- 
dinary repairs, lights, fuel, janitor 
service and insurancé@> If the owner 
occupies part of the building as his 
dwelling, the expenses must be ap- 
portioned, and only those relating to 
the part which is rented may be de- 
ducted. 

It is also provided that a tenant 
may deduct the rent paid for busi- 
ness premises, but not his home, 
which is regarded as a personal or 
living expense. 

Taxes paid by a tenant to or fora 
landlord for business property are 
additional rent and are deductible 
by the tenant. Such items repre- 
sent income to the landlord, and 
therefore must be included in his 
return of gross income, but may be 
claimed by him, also, as a deduc- 
tion. 

The cost of erecting buildings and 
permanent improvements on ground 
leased by a taxpayer is additional 
rental and therefore deductible from 
gross income, provided such build- 
ings and improvements revert to the

Mexico City, February 25.—Texts 
of three notes which have recently 
passed between the Mexican pgov- 
ernment and the state department 
at Washington were made public 
at the foreign office here last 
night. The first was a request from 
former Secretary Lansing that the 
Mexican government Vise passports 
of Henry Forres, an American wit- 
before the Fall subcommittee 

recently sat at El Faso, 
Texas, inquiring into Mexican con- 
ditions. The second was the Mex- 
ican refusal to accede to this re- 
quest and the third was Mr. Lan- 
sing’s refusal to allow the issuance 
of permits for the shipment of arms 
and munitions to Mexico from the 
United States. 

In the state department's note rel- 
ative to Forres the Mexican govern- 
attention was called to the 
fact that the Mexican consul at 
Eagle Pass had refused to vise 
Forres’ passports because the latter 
had testified before the Fall sub- 
committee. The note pointed out 
that Forres had no choice in the 
matter but was threatened with se- 
vere penalties if he failed to appear. 

The Mexican reply pointed out 
that Forres, in testifying, alleged 
that anarchistic conditions prevailed 
in Mexico, denounced article 2/ of 
the Mexican constitution (dealing 
with petreleum) as “confiscatory 
and robbery.” made other “harsh and 
sarcastic comments on the Mexican 
constitution,” and “inaugurated 
anti-Mexican propoganda” among 
those attending the hearings of the 
Fall committee.

An intimation that the Georgia 
Federatjon of Labor will probably 
take a hand in state and national 
elections was given by a@ commu- 
nication from J. C. Tyson, chairman 
of the steering committee of. the 
state chamber of industry, who ask- 
ed the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
to appoint a delegate to meet with 
the steering committee one day in 
advance of the _ state federation 
meeting, on April 20, in Savannah. 
The communication set forth the 
argument that labor should now get 
into the political game with a view 
toward securing its demands and 
needs through legislative repre- 
sentation. 

The call for the twenty-second 
annual convention of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor was read. This 
convention will be held on April 
21 at the city auditorium in Savan- 
nah, the first session to be held 
at 10 o’clock on the morning of 
April 21. 

A delegate from the city and 
county employees union asked that 
the Atlanta federation appoint a 
delegation to wait upon the super- 
intendent of the city waterworks 
and ask that the department re- 
turn to the eight-hour scale, which 
he said was in force during the war. 
This request was complied with, 
and a committee authorized to carry 
out the matter. 

A delegate from the Federal Em- 
ployees’ union, No. 122, called upon 
the federation to send messages to 
congressional representatives, ask- 
ing that the federal employees be 
granted $40 a month bonus pend- 
ing the new wage scale now in 
the hands of a wage commission. 
It was explained that the federal 
employees had not had a raise in 
salary for thirty years, except that 
in 1918 they had been granted $10 
a month bonus, and in 1919 a $20 
a month *bonus.

Discount Rate Move 
For Bonded Cotton 
Warehouse en 


By James A. Hollomon. 

(By Canstitution Leased Wire.) | 
Washington, February _25.—The | 
federal reserve board will tomorrow |} 
hear argument as to why the board 
should give a preferential rate of 
discount in favor of bonded cotton 
warehouse receipts. 

L. . Jackson, director of the 
Georgia state bureau of markéts, is 
here and will explain to the board 
the co-operative agreement which 
has just beem. entered into between 
the state bureau of markets and 
the federal farm bureau of markets 
whereby it is provided that the state 
bureau of markets will classify 
free of charge all cotton stored in 
bonded warehouses in Georgia. 

Through this classification serv- 
ice, the owners of cotton who store 
their cotton in bonded warehouses 
will teceive without delay from the 
state bureau of markets an official 
certificate showing the _ scientific 
grade based on government stand- 
ards. Mr. Jackson will further show 
that by the board granting this 
preferential rate for bonded cotton 
warehouse receiepts that it will 
give great impetus to the proper 
conservation of cotton in the south. 
Cotton which is now permitted to 
deteriorate from weather damage 
will, if this rate be given, be placed 
in bonded cotton warehouses where 
no weather damage will occur. 

It will be shown that by reason 
of this grading service and quarter- 
ly inspection of the warehouses and 
the insurance in force that the 
bonded receipt is entitled to a pref- 
erential rate.

The 
most prominent of the women who 
were busy electioneering for him 
was his daughter, Lady Bonham 
Carter, who made many pithy and 
striking speeches.

Russia. The allies. he thought, 
should do the same thing, for rea- 
sons ,he said, “which ought to ap- 
peal to our conscience as well as 
our judgment.” 

Announcement of the result met 
with a mixed reception of a crowd 
of 10,000 persons assembled about 
the county building at Paisley, 
there being both cheering and hoot- 
ing. Mr. Asquith appeared on a bal- 
cony of the building, but did not 
attempt to speak because of the 
great din. When he left, he was 
pelted with meal, and an attempt 
was made to halt his motor car 
with a rope. Ultimately he burst 
through the obstruction amid a 
babel of cheers and hisses.

.Permanent New Bridge Over 


Chattahoochee River Is 
Favored. 


Following the joint meeting of 
the Fulton and Cobb county com- 
missioners at the Fulton court- 
house Wednesday afternoon, at 
which time four propositions were 
submitted by the Georgia Railway 
and Power company for rebuilding 
the inter-county bridge over the 
Chattachoochee river, it was decided 
that the Cobb commissioners would 
take action at their meeting the 
first Tuesday in March and then ap- 
pear before the Fulton commission 
at their meeting the first Wed- 
nesday in March, when the question 
will be definitely aecided. 

The commissioners at a joint ses- 
sion several weeks ago asked the 
Georgia Railway and Powér com- 
pany to submit plans, as the com- 
pany’s tracks run over the bridge. 
Only two of the four propositions 
submitted by the Power company 
were considered: the second propo- 
sition, which calls for a permanent 
steel and concrete bridge which will 
cost ye, ohare $50,000 and will 
be a permanent bridge four feet 
higher than the present brodge, and 
the fourth proposition, which includ- 
ed the filling or 290 feet on the 
Cobb side of the river and using 
the same bridge with a new floor, 
at a cost of $14,008 It was the 
consensus of opinion that it would 
be better to put in a permanent 
bridge even at a much greater cost 
than to rebuild the bridge as it

As the propositions were new to 
the Cobb county officials they ask- 
ed that they be allowed time on 
which to act. The cost of the 
bridge will be paid by the two 
counties and the power company. 
The part that each will bear will 
be decided at the joint meeting 
next Wednesday.

With a total of more than $180,- 
000 of the $300,000 quota allotted 
for Georgia raised in the campagn 
for the Jewish war relief fund in 
nine cities of the state it is the hope 
of the state committee that the full 
quota will be reached by Saturday 
night. 

Savannah is leading Atlanta by 
several thousand dollars, according 
to reports received Wednesday. Sa- 
vannah has, raised $72,500 and At- 
lanta has raised approximately $65,- 
000, according to the Jatest returns. 

The city campaign is being con- 
ducted aggressively and team work- 
ers are now engaged in visiting the 
various prospects on their lists.

“HOSTILE AND BARREN.” 

After a year of procrastination, 
suspense and business-stifling un- 
certainty, the republican congress 
has at last enacted a railroad bill;

“The republican party came back 
into power in the congress nearly 
a year ago,” said Attorney General 
Palmer, in an address at Topeka, 
Kans., the other day, “with lavish 
promises for the comprehensive so- 
lution of all of the after-the-war 
problems, but not a single act of 
major Importance designed for 
that purpose has been passed so 
far.” 

The republican party has, as 
Mr. Palmer truthfully stated the 
situation, “been loud in promises 
and silent In performance.” 

No mau ever more accurately ex- 
pressed the truth—and a truth of 
which the whole country is aware 
—than did Mr. Palmer when, in 
another place {. his address, he 
declared— 

“It can no longer be denied that 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment has been handicapped by a 
hostile and barren congress. Not 
only has congress refused to sup- 
port the president in his plans, but 
it has failed to offer any plans of 
its own.” 

Discussing the record of the ad- 
ministration, notably in dealing 
with the industrial unrest and high 
cost of living problems, the attor- 
ney general expressed the logical 
and fair view to take of it when he 
said that in consideration “of this 
abdication of all responsibility by 
the congress, because dominated 
by political party hostility to the 
administration, the wonder is nov 
that we have done so little, but 
that we have accomplished s0 
much.” 

With problems of vital impor- 
tance piled high upon the repub- 
lican congress awaiting solution— 
problems which could be solved 
only with the aid of legislative co- 
operation with the administration 
—that branch of the government 
has “deliberately ignored’’ them, as 
Mr. Palmer put it, “intent upon the 
solution of one problem only, and 
that is how to make it possible for 
the democratic administration to 
build a record which will Justify 
the continued confidence of the 
nation.” 

“Hostile and barren!” That 
characterization fits tbe present 
republican-controlled congress like 
the bark fits a tree.

“A caucus of representatives 
of various parties in the Hun- 
garian assembly has agreed to 
support legislation to bring 
about the selection of a chief 
executive with royal preroga- 
tives, but with the limitations 
that he, as the regent, shall 
have no authority to veto a sin- 
gle legislation and shall act only 
through the responsible govern- 
ment. The limitations also pro- 
vide that the regent cannot pro- 
rogue the national assembly 
within two years without its 
consent; is prohibited “from en- 
tering into treaties or alliances 
except on authority of the re- 
sponsible government; and is 
prohibited from granting gen- 
eral amnesty, or conferring no- 
bility or engaging in ecclesiasti- 
cal patronage. The regent could 
declare war only with concur- 
rence of the nationa¥ assembly, 
and all legislation must be pro- 
mulgated within thirty days 
after its enactment. 

“The regent would be re- 
quired to observe the provisions 
of the constitution and must 
swear allegiance to the national 
assembly. Under the bill agreed 
upon by this joint caucus all 
Austro-Hungarian joint services 
would be formally discontinued.

Physical Activity and the Credulous 
Sex. 

The spread of prohibition through 
the world is putting a serious crimp 
in the nostrum business. 
ly is it working havoc with the fe- 
male tonic business. When the al- 
cohol is taken out of the average 
blunderbus concoction which pur- 
ports to be particularly beneficial 
to members of the weak or credu- 
lous sex you can generally put all 
the rest of the stuff in your eye 
without blinking. And when the 
gentle forgetfulness, the mild in- 
toxicAtion of the alcohol is missing, 
few purchasers will want to con- 
tinue the “medicine.” . 

For many years the exploiters of 
medicines purporting to have some 
special effect on members of the 
feminine sex have enacavored to im- 
press upon women the belief that 
they are “delicately organized.” Ig- 
norant, morbid-minded old gossips 
have accepted this suggestion and 
retailed it at every opportunity to 
others of their sex credulous enough 


to take advice on health and hy- 
giene from the gossips. The result 


is that today. with comparatively 


few exceptions, women actually im- 
agine that it is unwise or even dan- 
gerous to continue such routine ac- 
tivities as bathing, swimming, ex- 
ercise, work or play through the 
menstrual periods. 

The war-work experience of thou- 
sands of girls and women in Eng- 
land as well as America showed 
that, inch for inch and pound for 
pound, women are quite as strong as 
men and can do the same work in- 
doors and outdoors. 

The experience of a great many 
young women in our colleges 
proves that, far from being hy- 
gienic, it is often injurious to a 
woman’s health to refrain from her 
customary activities at the time of 
menstrual period. In many instances 
it has been found that girls subject 
to some irregularity or painful dif- 
ficulty have found complete relief 
from these troubles through the ex- 
pedient of suitable exercises con- 
tinued daily without interruption 
for any cause. 

Of course no intelligent physician 
would for a moment intimate that 
any drug or combination of drugs 
may add one iota to the strength of 
any organ or group of organs.
